Claims 18-21, and 42-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per claim 18, lines 3-7, "wherein the controlling step.. .to the rewritten 
management information without modification when the output signal" is not clear 
as to what it means. 

As per claims 19-21 , these claims are also rejected because they dependent 
upon the rejected base claim. 

As per claim 42, lines 3-6, "rewriting management information... are embedded in 
content data and output..." is not clear as to what it means. 
As per claim 43, lines 3-6, "pre-obtaining a syndrome... has been added has 
been rewritten corresponding to one or the error detection code and the error 
correction code" is not clear as to what it means. 

As per claims 44-48, these claims are also rejected because they dependent 
upon the rejected base claim.
